Illustration Explains. 

Cpon referring to the Illustration, 
one will note that where the retaining 
screws pass through the halves of the 
washer, the lower part ha.s been filed 
flat. This Is to permit the fitting of a 
flat piece of Iron between the head of 
the screw and the washer. Thi.s latter 
piece of Iron should be clamped be¬ 
neath the bead of the bearing-cop re¬ 
taining bolt and will prevent the wash¬ 
er from rattling.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
